DALLAS, Tex. (AP)—The vic­ 
tory of John G. Tower, the first 
Republican senator to be elected 
by Texas voters, today left glee­ 
ful COP workers thankful they 
rang so many doorbells and Dem­ 
ocrats 
wondering 
what 
went 
wrong. 
Tower, 35, a former college pro- 
fessor, 
won 
Saturday’s 
special 
U.S. Senate race by 8,000 votes 
over William A Blakley, a Dem 
ocrat who holds the Senate seat 
on an interim appointment. 
He had 444,815 votes or 50 45 
per cent of the 881,630 votes count­ 
ed to Blakley’s 436,815. Approx­ 
imately 7,600 votes—not enough to 
change the outcome—were yet to 
be reported. 
When Lyndon B. Johnson, who 
had campaigned successfully both 
for the vice presidency and for 
reelection as senator in Novem­ 
ber, resigned his Senate seat ear­ 
ly this year, Tower was one al 
the first to announce for the spe­ 
cial April 4 election. 
A political unknown when he 
quit as professor at Midwestern 
University last year to run on the 
Republican ticket against the Sen 
ate majority leader, Tower piled 
up 926.653 votes against Johnson’s 
1,306,625. It was the largest vote 
ever given a Texas Republican in 
a state race. 
Tower was the only Republican 
in the April 4 election. The state 
Republican organization threw its 
full force into the campaign. 
More than 70 Democrats — in­ 
cluding Blakley and four others 
with proven support—failed in the 
same election.

Saves His Life 


CANOGA PARK. Calif. ( A P ) - 
When two thugs waved razors at 
him 
and 
demanded his 
money 
Ryrus C. Davis. 92 years old, 
fought them for it. 
He had exactly $2. They took 
it—and left him for dead in an 
alley, his throat cut in four places. 
Davis lay there, bleeding, for 
fi\e hours. Then his son, Billy, 
a policeman, found him. Ile had 
been searching for the missing 
man for hours. 
Doctors took 54 stitches in the 
wounds. They said he had lost 
perhaps five pints of blood. They 
held little hope for his recovery.

Within hours after the dawn ex­ 
plosions, FBI agents, armed Na­ 
tional Guard troops and area po­ 
lice began hunting the persons, 
or persons, who for a moment cut 
a nerve in America’s

fense communications system. 
The damaged stations all are 
located in the desert of western 
Utah 
and eastern Nevada 
and 
along U S. highway 40-50A. The 
stations are part of the American 
Telephone and Telegraph system. 
The first blast, at 4 55 a 
rn., 
demolished 
a 
microwave 
tower 
three miles west of Wendover on 
the Utah-Nevada line. The second, 
55 minutes later, collapsed a ca­ 
ble relay station at Knolls, Utah, 
40 miles further east. The third, 
55 minutes later, crippled a mi­ 
crowave tower at Cedar Moun­ 
tain, 
20 
miles 
further 
east 
in 
Utah. 
The unmanned stations transmit 
radio waves up to 30 miles on a 
line of sight basis—coast to coast, 
border to border. 
The three blasts snipped out 
a portion of this telephonic back­ 
bone, but automatic

immediately shuttled messages to 
another system. Associated Press 
circuits in the West were disrupt­

No Home Worry for Birds 


Birds do not worry about a housing pro­ 
blem. They go forth and build what they 
need according to the customs of their an­ 
cestors. They never change their style 
/ 
of architecture. 
The height of the bird-nesting season 
com es in June. Some species build in Ap­ 
ril and May, but the majority of birds in 
northern latitudes weave their nests and 
lay their eggs in June. Great - crested fly­ 
catchers are not satisfied unless they find 
a cast - off snake skin to weave into their 
nests in tree hollows — why, no ornitholo­ 
gist has ever discovered. Possibly it is to 
frighten away larger birds of prey. 
The oriole loves pieces of colored yarn 
or wrapping twine, and the robin always

Oh, yes — the nest of the friendly chirp­ 
ing sparrow is composed largely of horse 
hair which, combined v/ith its gustatory 
habits, may be a reason why this species 
is becoming scarcer.

A lthough not all acci­ 
dents w ere reported, th e 
,, 
^ resulting figures provide 
.nu.. a g enerai pattern tow ard 
greater boating safety. For exam ple, the capsizing of a boat 
or collision w ith another vessel accounted for more than tw ice 
the number of accidents than fire or explosion of fuel. M ost 
boaters believe fire is the greatest cause of accidents. 
C apsizing o f pleasure craft consistently has been the cause 
o f the greatest number of fatalities. Three hundred and thirty- 
tw o lives w ere lost in this type of accident during 1960. N e x t 
h igh est cause w as sinking— 74 dead. 
Of the accidents caused by capsizing, 60 per cent w ere caused 
by operators between the ages of 26 and 50, and 42 per cent o f 
th ese operators had over 500 hours o f boating experience. T hese1 
experienced boaters also caused 45 per cent of all boating 
accidents. 
S ixty-eigh t per cent of capsizing^ and 44 per cent of all acci­ 
dents w ere caused by boats under 16 feet in length: 93 per cen t 
o f capsizing and 65 per cen t of accidents were caused by ou t­ 
boards. Falling overboard ta Ute greatest cause of deaths in­ 
volving boats. 
From these conclusions it can be seen easily that plain care­ 
lessness or overconfidence are the greatest dangers in boating.

Congress as a national memorial 
to all American war dead since 
colonial 
times, 
including 
both 
sides in the Civil War. 
At 
Elmira, 
N Y., 
a band 
of 
men in Grand Army 
blue 
will 
honor the 2,973 Confederates pris­ 
oner dead buried there. Members 
of the H ist Pennsylvania Volun­ 
teer Infantry, reactivated for this 
Civil War centennial year, will 
participate. 
In Rock Island, 111., Mrs. Peter 
Smith, 92, who married veterans 
of three wars, plans to visit the 
graves of two of them — if she 
feels strong enough. 
She is the widow of Civil War 
veteran John T. Ia*e who died in 
1913, and of Charles W. Schomp, 
who served in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War and died in 1942. Her 
present husband, 82, is a World 
War I veteran. 
The Memorial Day ceremonies 
as known today are generally be­ 
lieved to have had their begin­ 
ning at Columbus, Miss. 
There, in April 1863, a small 
group of Southern women scat­ 
tered spring flowers on the graves 
of the Southern soldiers who had 
died in the battle of Shiloh, just 
across the border in Tennessee 
One of them found two Union 
graves among the Southern dead. 
The 
women 
placed 
flowers 
on 
these graves, too—a simple act, 
transcending wartime bitterness, 
that lived to become a national 
tradition.

Knece, indicted by the April ses­ 
sion of the Pickaway County Grand 
Jury, is c h a r g e d with cutting 
Millard Scott, 345 Barnes Ave., 
with the intent to kill him. 
The trial began at 9 a. rn. to­ 
day with the seating of jury m em ­ 
bers and Scott gave testimony for 
State against Knece. 
Judge Earl Parker, Waverly, O., 
is hearing the case.

The 
nation's 
traffic 
deaths, 
showing a heavy toll Sunday av­ 
eraged more than four per hour at 
the half way m ark of the extend­ 
ed Memorial Day weekend today. 
National Safety Council officials 
term ed 
the 
rate 
alarming 
and 
said if it continued through Tues­ 
day’s 
holiday 
period, 
the 
toll 
could top the record of 413 high­ 
way deaths reported in a four- 
day 
Memorial Day weekend in 
1957. 
This morning, the national traf­ 
fic toll stood at 281 dead. In ad­ 
dition, 22 died in 
boating 
acci­ 
dents, 33 drowned and 
46 
were 
lost in miscellaneous mishaps for 
a total of 382. 
Ohio, however, did not appear 
destined to make its usual high 
contribution to the death list. 
So far, only four persons hare 
been 
killed 
during 
the 
holiday 
period in Ohio. In addition to the 
traffic toll, five persons have died 
in miscellaneous accidents in the 
Buckeye State. 
In previous years, Ohio record­ 
ed these tolls on the highways: 
1960: 29; 1959; 22; 1958: 19; 1957: 
29. 
The council did not make an 
estimate of traffic deaths for the 
four-dav period which started at 
6 p.m. Friday and ends at mid­ 
night Tuesday (local time). How'- 
ever, it estimated that IOO persons 
might 
be killed on Memorial Day 
alone, 
30 more than 
the average 
on a non holiday Tuesday. 
The council said traffic deaths 
would 
average 385 over a 
non­ 
holiday period covering 102 hours 
from fi p.m. Friday to midnight 
Tuesday.
